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O'NEIL'S MONEY. 


Prosecution Wants to Know 


About the $10 and $5 Bills. 


HIS COMPANIONS TESTIFY, 


Evidence That He Said Re Had No Money Be- 


fore 6 o'clock, January 8, 
Told Diff- 


erent Stories Abont His Sudden 


Flushness, Full Evidence. 


Yesterday afternoon and today 
the 


prosecution in the O'Neil case has put 
forward what is supposed to be its strong- 
est evidence. The prosecution's object is 
to present this evidence so as to give a 
compete and clear account of the where- 
about--and actions of O'Neil up to und 
immediately after the-supposed hour o 
the murder. 
Also to show that Mrs. 


McCloud must have been murdered at just 
about the time when O'Neil seemingly 
disappears from all view—from shortly 
after t; to S o'clock of the fateful night. 


Today and late yesterday 
afternoon 


O'Noii's chums—tbe men who were drink- 
ing with him and were his companions 
the afternoon and evening of Janurary S, 
—have been ou the stand. Today the 
prosei-ution has attempted to prove (and 
with success, if the witnesses are trust- 
worthy) that O'Neil had no money up till 5 
o'cloc-lt Friday (was"on the hoe," in coarse 
languMge) and had money, mending a §10 
and §Ti bill after S o'clock that night. To 
prorc these facts has been the goal of the 
proset-ution to3ay. But the prosecution 
has failed to show any peculiar or incrim- 
inating personal action of O'Neil's aften 
his re-appearance at S o'clock. 


It is probably too early to speculate on 


the outcome of the trial of John O'Neil, 
Jr., accused of the murder of Mrs. Hattie 
Evelyn McCloud. Still the trial has pro- 
ceeded far enough to give some idea of<- 
the importance of the commonwealth's 
testimony. 


It it. idle to discuss the murder itself at 


this htage or attempt to establish new 
theories of the committing of it, if that 
•were possible. The violated and violently 
used body found on the lonely hillside 
proves conclusively a most 
atrocious 


crime, whether the crime was committed 
•wfceru the body lay or was not. The 
qnite common theory that it was not 
committed at that spot matters little in 
the present case. 
The all-important, 


queat.on is "Did Jack O'Neil do the 
deed .'" 


The government in outlining the case 


admitted the evidence to be given in the 
attempts to convict the prisoner would be 
purely circumstantial, and then sketched 
the circumstances that would bo availed 
of to connect O'Neil with the murder. 
Thev were of several classes: The circum- 
stance of his disappearance for a time on 
tho night of the murder and about the 
time the deed was probably done; the 
circumstances of his 
habits, 
alleged 


lacivioU9ness and evidently sudden ac- 
quirement of money to an amount about 
equal to that taken from the murdered 
woman, and bis appearance at points 
that night indicate he came from the 
place where the body lay shortly after 
the probable time of Mrs. McCloud's 
«3eath. 


A share of all that the government 


promised was given up till Wednesday 
and unprejudiced minds must admit that 
the testimony is not conclusive enough to 
influence 12 reasonable men to return a 
verdict of guilty. The large amount of 
evidence that has been introduced to 
prove the crime and the nature of it may 
be cancelled in an endeavor to arrive at a 
conclusion whether the testimony so far 
points to O'Neil's guilt. So may the tes- 
timony that was tciven Wednesday with 
reference to the hearing of groans and 
cries that might be construed for help 
comii.g from the hillside where the body 
wostound. The testimony of the young 
womnn who was followed by a great- 
coated man that evidently did not care to 
make- himself known to her seems of little 
valuo in fixing suspicion on O'Neil, for she 
coukl not uay that the man was O'Neil 
and her statement that O'Neil, the other 
day, looked at herln the same sharp way 
that t he man in the overcoat did may be 
regarded a piece of imagination as much 
as a piece of fact. This testimony was in- 
troduced for the implied purpose of prov- 
ing tbe return of the criminal from hi3 
nnspoakable work. 


Nor has tho testimony of the long kept 


O'Connell 
proved very weighty. 
Its 


origin must 
be considered, and the 


lewd talk he and O'Noil indulged in re- 
flects about equally ou the men and hardly 
prove 3 any intent on the part ot O'Neil.

crime about the time of its perpetration 
and all he gave of importance wae that he 
met O'Neil somewhere about S o'clock at 
a point on a direct route to the scene. 
O'Conrfell located himsati' almost as di- 
rect on tb'j route and had a bad memory 
for time. It ia strange that his proximity 
to the place for apparently quite a 
lengthy poriod did not give him opportu- 
nity for wider observation. Mr. O'Con- 
cell'e testi mony did not reveal as much 
as was expected and shows that the crim- 
inal was wary enough to keep well out of 
the way of accidental meetings at disad- 
vantageous 
points. Besides 
if O'Neil 


could talk as unconcernedly to Mr. Ken- 
drick about getting a job at a time imme- 
diately after the hour it isalleged he com- 
mitted the crime he is a man who is 
shrewd and artful beyond anything that 
other testimony would make him. 


The testimony of James Woods was for 


the purpose of proving O'Neil haa ob- 
tained sudden wealth. O'Neil drank at 
Woods' expense on-the fatal Friday and 
was confronted that Friday night by 
O'Neil having ?10 in his possession. It 
was important for that purpose, but it is 
not probable a jury will vote to hang a 
man because ho is found to have a £10 
bill and that a murdered woman was rob- 
bed of a bill of that denomination. 


O'Neil has net been closely connected 


*yet with the scene of tho crime, nor has 
it been proven beyond a reasonable doubt 
that the n.oney in his possession was taken 
from Mrs. McCloud. On the whole,.the' 
government's case so far seems to be alit-i 
tie flat, and if the remainder of the testi-i 
mony for the prosecution is merely addi-, 
tional along lines already'touched'anoVnot' 
along new lines, conviction can hardly be 
hoped for. borne think the net is getting 
more entangling around O'Neil, but it isi 
difficult to see the testimony in that light. 


If these conclusions prove to be well 


founded they show how impotent the 
commonwealth is at times to place tho 
responsibility ot some of the greatest of 
crimes. It is not an assuring spectacle to, 
behold tht- machinery of law, backed-by 
the powerful state, forced to practically 
admit that it cannot enforce justice. The 
cry is, bring the criminal to justice and 
the present proceedings have not yet indi- 
cated this is going to be done.

Nellie Bigelow, 13, colored, of Shelburne 


Falls, was playing with the dog the night 
before sh«- heard of the murder, and hoard 
a noise like that of wild animals. She was 
afraid aud ran into the house and told 
Mrs. 
Bige'iow about it. The noise came 


from the hill. Cross-examined by Mr. 
Dowlin, fie fact that she lived a great 
distance from the river on the Shelburne 
side was brought out. The noise came 
Irom the west. 


llrs. Snuaii Sigciow. 


Mrs. Susan Bigelow lives half a mile 


from the village. Nellie lives with her 
and one night told her she heard noises. 


Louis S, Merrill, 


Louis S. Merrill lives in Shelburne Falls 


and the jury visited his house, the place 
he lived January 8. As he was going to 
the bariu Friday evening he heard a voice 
about 7 o'clock, which was a cry of help 
and sounded as if from some one crazy. 
He could not say whether it was a man's 
or woman's voice. He knows that sounds 
can be beard from the hillside where 
Mrs. McCioud's body was found. Cross- 
examined he eaid he could not say 
whether the sound was "holloa" or 
"help." He never visited the spot where 
the body was found. 
Ho thought the 


distance from the place where he heard 
the body was found and his home is 
about half a milo. He said at the end 
that he heard a sound which he could not 
Bay was "aelloa" or "help" coming from 
the hillside or from that direction. 


AIIIIU It, Jackiuau. 


Anna B. Jackman opened her window 


and heard unusual sounds. It was as of 
the sound of some one in distress attempt- 
ing to call for help. It was like a scream. 
There were two, about two minutes apart. 
They cams from the hill 'e, and it was 
then about 20 minutes past 7 o'clock. 
Mrs. Jackman lives on Conway street 
Cross-examined, she said there was a 
hill running along by Conway street, and 
that the Sf-it where Mrs. McCloud's body 
was foundS" »s about half a mile from her 


house. She did not remember whether 
the water was falling over the dam. She 
thought the sound might be "help" more 
than :'helloa." She did not speak about 
the noise for some time. Tho first time 
she spoke of it was to Mr. Amstein the 
day of the O'Neil hearing. The noise was 
heard before tho arrival of the train. 


Amm JK, iflorKe. 


Anna E. Morse said the jury passed her 


house on Ashticld street last Monday. She 
was down street and met Mrs, McCloud at 
Amsdeti's store at 5.30 and later at silk 
mill about 6.05. She was then moving 
away from the river on tho Shelburne 
side. Witness fixed time by mill whistle. 
She went home and came out again. She 
had some talk with her mother and 
looked nt the clock. She saw a man 
turning a corner at Ashiield street. He 
was going down street and was behind 
her. 
She Inlked around three times to 


see him and every time he turned his 
head. She worked slow to allow him to 
pass, but he didn't. She went to the 
Methodist 
church 
and 
the 
man 


started to cress the street to the bridge. 
Ho had on a long coat that reached nearly 
to his kne«s, and his collar was turned up. 
She,did not know who it was,, had no 
opinion who it was, and has not now. He 
was like Jack O'Neil in height ana build. 
She saw JUr. O'Neil next morning. Noth- 
ing happened, but he looked at her very 
sharply. Saw him yesterday coming to 
court, andthen thought he looked sharply 
at her. The witness was not cross-exam- 
ined, 


JIllllIK PfelhiC. 


Julius Pfeisic lives in Shelburne Falls 


and saw Jack O'Neil about 8.15 o'clock 
near the Woodward house. He met him 
on the right hand side of the road. He 
said, "Hello Hex," and he said -'Hullo 
Jack." O'Neil said, "Where are you go- 
ing?" Pfeisic said "Home." Pfeisic met 
Mr. Kendrick and saw a young woman 
pass. He got as far as state road and then 
turned to the Woodward house and 
stopped afc the yard. Then he went south 
and met Mr. Kendrick half way to Ward's 
corner, going south. Kendrick had some- 
thing in his hand. Cross-examined he 
said he had stood on Ward's corner froja 
7 o'clock. O'Neil was near the tree at 
Woodward's on Exchange street when 
he met him. He saw no woman there. 
He had no way of telling the exact time. 


Frnnk. G. Kendrick, 


Frank G. Kendrick remembered the 


morning Mrs. McCloud's body was found. 
The night before he saw John O'Neil 
hanging on the railing of the bridge. It' 
was about 12 minutes of 8. Kendrick went 
directly home and had milk cans in his 
hand. He said, "Hello, Jack," and both 
walked over the bridge together. 
They 


talked about the river freezing and Jack's 
getting a job. He had on a long coat. It 
was not a very dark night; weather was 
warm. Cross-examined by Dowlin, he 
said there was an old cart road about 50 
rods above his houae that led near to the 
spot where Mrs. McCloud's body was 
found. He heard no outcries. He is six 
teet three inches, and that night wore a 
large coat. 


Samuel LcJami, 


Samuel Leland lives on the Shelburne 
ide. He knows Jack O'Neil. He met 
him at Ward'sstoie Friday morning about 
3 or 10 o'clock. He spoke to O'Neil and 
went to the corner with him and to the 
Woodward house. He drank seltzer and 
O'Neil drank whiskey. He paid for it. 


Cross-sxamined by Dowlin ho said he 


carried'home a bottle of whiskey Thurs- 
day night and drank from it Friday morn- 
ing, and tho foreman sent him out that 
morning for being drunk, 


George Coolc. 


George E. Cook, 17, met John O'Neil on 


Odd Fellows' steps Thursday about 3.30 or 
4 o'clock. O'Neil was sitting down. Mrs. 
McCloud passed by at Amstein's store and 
O'Neil said he would go up with her some 
night. Witness was not cross-examined. 
William O'Connell, Pro»eciiUon's Im-

William O'Connell, born in 1853, lived in 


Sholburne on Buckland side when at 
home. He met O'Neil on the corner of 
Exchange 
and

That was all he said about his wioftcs- 
They nad been talking about licentious 
things. He did not remember seeing him 
further Thursday. He saw O'Neil Friday 
and asked him if he went to the blow out, 
and he said he did and had a good time. 
He stood at Ward's corner. He did not 
see O'Neil later in the day nor on Satur- 
day. Crossexamlned by Dowlin be said 
he was in numerous places Friday after- 
noon and down town Friday evening.

billiard room. He saw O'Neil in the bil- 
liard room standing near the stove, but 
could not tell the time. He was born in 
Northampton and lived in Buckland 
many years.

"Where were you first em- 
ployed since you left school?" "Don't 
remember." "Next place?" "Don't re- 
member.

Thursday and Friday, January 8, he was 
at Shelburne Falls on his vacation, and 
met John O'Neil. He saw O'Neil Thurs- 
day and Friday, He did not remember 
whathesaw of him Thursday, He saw 
him about noon on Friday, and stood with 
him at Union hall. Both went to the 
Suelburuo Falls 
house and 
had 
a 


drink at Wood's expense. Then both went 
to Haller's pool room and entered by 
front door. It was then about 1 o'clock- 
The two Hallers, John and Adolph, were 
present. Staid there an hour or more and 
went ont together across the river to the 
Woodward house. Had a drink at Wood's 
expense, two or more of them. Staid in 
pool room about 20 minutes. Timothy 
Canedy went along. Left together after 
3 o'clock. Went to 
the 
front of a 


clothing 
store 
at 
the 
corner 


and sat tbere. 
At 5 o'clock went to 


the Woodward House again. Mr. Fentou 
was with us, as well as Canedy. Drank at 
Canedy's expense. Reuben Canedy drank 
soda. Had three drinks at the 5 o'clock 
visit and staid about an hour. Can't tell 
where O'NeU went or when he went.

House. He (Wood) was at Frost's livery 
stable in the meantime. O'Neil asked him 
where he was going, and walked with 
him to eo over the river. Both went 
down Clement street first, left through 
the bar-room door of the Woodward 
house. Both turned the corner at Odd 
Fellows' hall. Went to the middle of the 
bridge. Met a young lady, Miss Trask. 


Wood* Sees the JTXouey. 


Woods went to the Shelburne Falls house 


and staid in the dining room until 10.50. 
On his way home he met W. P. Morrisdey 
and Charles Woodward in front of the 
bank. 
They asked him to get them 


liquor. 


O-'Neil says: "Get me a quart," I says, 
'I can't." He says: "Get us the quart," * 
says: "i wont." "Go ahead; we've got 
the stuff." I says: "I don't care." "He 
banded me the bill. I looked at it. It 
was a IflO bill and I says: Where the hell 
did you get that?" Dusty Woodward 
says: "That is mine." 
Woods handed 


it back. He looked at it. He started 
towards the hotel aud came back. The 
bar-room was closed. All walked off to- 
gether; 
Morrisey 
with 
Woods and 


Woodward with O'Neil. 
All went to

the party asked Woods to drink but he 
did not see the liquor.

Cross examination by Mr. Dowlin had 


just begun when court adjourned at 5.30 
o'clock. 


This Forenoon. 


Just as the clock struck 9 this Thursday 


morning the court entered. The,space for 
spectators was entirely taken up, showing 
that interest is increasing in the case. 
The first person to be put on the stand was 
Jnrnes Woods, the cross-examination of 
whom began just as court adjourned 
Wednesday night. 


JiitiiuM Wood* CroNfe-lSxaiiilued. 


Mr. Dowlin took the witness. Witness 


said he came from Northampton to Shel- 
burne Falls last January on a vacation to 
see his people. He intended to stay a 
week, and finished his week's vacation in 
Shelburne. Up to that Friday night he 
had been there about four days. He did 
not remember how many times he had 
seen O'Neil during that time. He saw 
O'Neil the first day and drank with him. 
He has known Jack O'Neil since he was 
nine years old. They worked together 
on 
the 
railroad. 
The 
drinks 
he 


paid for were not all at h'S invitation. No- 
body invited O'Neil to drink. He invited 
O'Neil to drink when he (Woods) paid for 
it. He did not remember seeing O'Neil 
each day. Saw him the. first day, but 
don't remember the secom{, nor the third, 
He remembers the "blow out" at Wood- 
ward's hotel Thursday night, but not 
O'Neil's being there. He did not remem- 
ber seeing William O'Conuell in • the bar- 
room Friday night. He did not see Jack 
come In after supper. He saw him at the 
door when he was coming out. Didn't 
know if he was in the bar-room after sup- 
per. 
He was in with Tim Kennedy. 


First 
met

house at 12 
o'clock. 


Drank there, met the bartender and no- 
body else. Then went to the pool room. 
O'Neil and he went to the Woodward 
house, but did not stay there until after 
supper.

Was away an hour before coin- 
ing back to Woodward house. Then fltaid 
there until after 5. Did not come back 
again before 6. It was about 6 when they 
left. Woods left it alone. Not certain 
whether 
Kennedy and

O'Brien 


on Clement street, 
Don't 
remember 


O'Neil and Kennedy with him then. Don't 
remember making any remark to O'Brien 
about O'Neil.

Didn't remember the remark to O'Brein. 
Didn't remember saying,"O'Neil is pretty 
fall and I propose to keep him so as long 
as I stay." Wouldn't swear he didn't say 
so. He went to Shelburne Falls house. 
Thought he went into tbe bar room, and 
then to see a friend in the livery stable 
office, wliere ue staid until 7 o'clock. He

Met Miss Tussell ou bridge at 8.30 with 
O'Neil.

then in O'Neil's possession was objected 
to and withdrawn. Woodward said the 
bill was his. Woods know it was just 8.30 
when he met O'Neil by a clock at the end 
of the Woodward house bar. He did not 
notice anything unusual about O'Neil'u 
manner. He saw O'Neil at the engine 
house afterwards, bnt not after thit time. 


Wood* ou ICrdlrect K.vaniimulon. 
Woods had been in the bar-room of the 


\V oodward liouse about *in hour before he 
saw O'Neil. Started from there about S.23 
by tho clock in the bar. 


Crohfr-Kxnmiucd. A&»i«. 


Mr. Dowlin again questioned and Woods 


said he didn't fix exact time of going to 
Wooaward house. Didn't know how long 
ho was there, but it n-as fioin a quarter of 
an hour to half an hour. "How do you 
remember clearly ot things before sapper 
and not after?" "I can't tell you." 


lEonb.^n l^eaton. 


Reuben Fenton, Northampton, was in 


Shelburne Falls that Friday, and saw John 
O'Neil about 4.30 in company with Jas. 
Yvoods and Tim Kennedy at Odd Fellows' 
hall. They remained there half an hour 
and went (o the Woodward house at 5 
o'clock. 
O'Neil, Kennedy, Wood and 


himself wont. Began drinking, Woods 
Hnd Kennedy treating. Nine drinks were 
had. John O'Neil did not spend money, 
nor did he see him have money. After 6 
he went to Ward's corner home. Did not 
observe where O'Neil went. Saw him at 
Ward's corner about 6, and in pool room 
about 9, same evening. Fenton thought 
he got to pool room first, and didn't notice 
O'Neil until after he was in there. 


Mr. Dowlin cross examined and brought 


cut the fact that O'Neil and Woods were 
intoxicated, and O'Neil appeared natural 
at 9 o'clock.

Dennis O'Brien, Buckland, was working 


on electric road January 8. Got through 
about 5.30. Met O'Neil going home at the 
corner. Woods, Canedy and another gen- 
tleman were there. O'Noil and Woods and 
he stood there talking. Started about 6.15. 
O'Neil started toward the stone wall at 
railroad tracks as if he was going home. 
He staggered. 


O'Jtrltiii Crobs-Kxauilued. 


Mr, Beer cross-examined. 
O'Brien had 


known Woods 15 years. Met O'Neil near 
Woodward barn, between it and corner of 
Odd Fellows hall. O'Brien then went 
home. O'Neil' left first. Woods left in 
two or three minutes and said he was go- 
ing to supper. Didn't know exactly what 
was said. Think Woods said he was go~ 
ing over river. O'Neil said he would meet 
his friends after supper. He saw O-Neil 
stagger. 


C'ainiHOl IHiFer. 


A discussion followed between counsel 


on attempt to show O'Neil was an invited 
guest of Woods and so did not need to use 
money. The defense won its point. Woods 
said to witness: "Jack has been that way 
since I found him and I propose to keep 
him that way." 
O'Brien said before; 


"Jack is feeling pretty well."' He watcneil 
O'Neil go towards the track homeward. 
Saw him as far as stone wall at the Wood- 
ward house. 


William P. Woodward. 


William P. Woodward, Shelburne Falls, 


was clerk at the Woodward houso lajt 
January and knows O'Neil, who wis in 
his house Friday, January 8, about 10.30 
a. in. with Sam Leland and had a drink. 
Leland. paid. 
Heard no remark by 


O'Neil. •O'Neil was there again about 3 
p. m. with Kennedy and Woods and drank 
two or three times. Kennedy and Woods 
paid. No remarks heard. They remained 
an hour. WerethereagainaboutSo'clock. 


SayH O'Ncll Wan Krokeu. 


Did not see O'Neil spend money. O'Neil 


said, "I'm on the hog. When I have the 
price I blow myself, don't I, Jim?" refer- 
ring to Kennedy. He showed no money 
then. 
They remained until about 5.45. 


Saw defendant again in barroom about 
8.15. Woods and Kennedy were there, 
but don't remember how long.
